You can stop having nightmares 
about working for McDonalds after 
graduation. The recently released 
career survey of 1990 graduates 
shows that students are getting 
more than fries with their degrees. 

The survey, sponsored by 
Career and Placement Services, 
asked 2,116 graduates about their 
career status at intervals of six 
months, three years, and five years 
after graduation. 

Wendy Coffin, the director of 
CaPS, said that the survey will help 
in determining what skills students 
need to succeed in the workforce. 
“For the first time, we have detailed 
specific information about where 
graduates from each of the faculty 
go,” she said. 


The survey revealed a 3.5 
per cent unemployment rate 
at six months after 

_ graduation. This figure 
dropped to 1.5 per cent five 
years later. 

The median annual salary for 
employed respondents was 
approximately $27,500 at six 
months and approximately 
$32,500 at five years. 
Researchers found no 
evidence of a gender gap in 
salaries. 


The survey revealed that 60.2 
per cent of employed respondents 
at six months and 66.9 per cent at 
five years had full-time, permanent 
employment. 

Coffin considered this an 
indication that U of A graduates had 
successfully weathered the 
downsizing and layoffs of recent 
years. 

However, Coffin noted that the 
results leave room _ for 
improvement. “There’s no panacea 
-this doesn’t mean everyone’s got 
the perfect job after graduating,” she 
said. She recommended that 
students pursue studies in fields 
they like. “There’s a good chance 
you’re going to be working in that

Habitats for Edmonton’s Humans 


U of A professor wants students to help build houses for poor -

“People who get sleepy at 
night ought to be able to sleep 
without centipedes, without 
cockroaches, without rats.” This 
idea is the basis of Habitat For 
Humanity International, whose co- 
founder and president, Millard 
Fuller, spoke Sunday evening at 
the Trinity Lutheran church. 

Fuller, who was once a highly 
successful lawyer, began HFH after 
he grew disillusioned with 
mainstream society. Fuller saw 
people all around him living in 
houses that barely qualified as 
shacks, but were unable to improve 
their situation because of the 
reluctance of banks to risk a poor 
investment. 

The goal of HFHis to eliminate 
all sub-standard housing in the

world. The original minutes from 
1976 state the desire to build 
100,000 houses internationally. 
They have already built 50,000 
homes, which shelter 250,000 
people. At their current operating 
rate, 1000 houses a month are being 
built in over 40 countries. 

The houses are sold to low- 
income families who could 
otherwise not afford to live in safe, 
decent shelter. The families 
contribute manually to the 
construction of the house and later 
pay an affordable, interest free 
mortgage. As Ed Blackburn, HFH 
Edmonton board member and 
professor at the Faculté St. Jean 
puts it, “Habitat is not a handout, 
but a hand up.” 

Although HFH is a Christian 
organization, people of all 


religious beliefs are encouraged to 
help the cause. As Fuller puts it, 
“God is not a Canadian. God is not 
an American. Jesus never had an 
American passport... it’s going to 
take a huge crowd of people to get 
the job done and we can’t afford to 
leave anybody out.” 

HFH has a program in the U.S. 
called Campus Chapters through 
which students are involved, of 
which the University of Waterloo 
is a member. While it has not yet 
spread to the U of A, there are 
fraternities looking into becoming 
involved with the foundation, 
according to Blackburn. 

Blackburn would like to get U 
of A students involved. “If you 
think about the university 
community there are about 30,000 
bodies ... and if we got one dollar 


from everybody, that would 
virtually be enough to build a 
house,” he said. 

Of the 35 Canadian affiliates, 
HFH Edmonton is the third most 
successful. They have built 17 
houses since 1992, and will have 
completed two more by December 
1996. There have been several 
substantial donations to the 
Edmonton affiliate, including a 
cash gift of $2,750,000. Though 
HFH only receives the interest, that 
amounts to about $120,000 
annually. As well, HFH Edmonton 
has been given the lot which 
formerly housed the Palliser 
Furniture showroom, on which 
they hope to build 4 duplexes. 
Funds permitting, construction is 
expected to begin in the spring of 
1997.

GFC decides not to sing national anthem at meetings

Members of the General 
Faculties Council executive have 
no shortage of patriot love for the 
true north strong and free, but it’s 
a quiet love. 

A proposal to start singing O 
Canada at GFC meetings was 
voted down seven to six during 
Monday’s GFC executive meeting. 

The idea was first proposed by 
Students’ Union University Affairs 
Coordinator Tylor Hartwell during 
a GFC meeting in June. Hartwell 
appeared before the executive 
committee Monday to argue his 


~ case. 


“T went around campus and 
asked people why we should sing 
it and the number one reason was 
national unity,” he said. 

He also told the committee the 


song would help build national 
pride. “I really do think the song 
instills national pride in the people 
who sing it.” 

Singing the national anthem 
before meetings would improve 
cohesiveness in the group, 
Hartwell said, noting the Student’s 
Union has been doing this since 
1992. 

He added: “I can’t think of one 
good reason why we wouldn't sing 
it. 

Executive members could, 
however. A number of committee 
members said they could see little 
connection between GFC’s 
meetings and national unity, and 
that meetings were more business- 
like than ceremonial. 

“Tt would be almost artificial to 
do at every meeting,” said Mike 


Styles, a professor in Agriculture, 
Food and Nutritional Science. 


Noting he has carried the mace fF 


at convocations, Professor Franco 
Pasutto said he didn’t want to sing 
the national anthem at meetings. 

“I’m just not an expressive 
singer that way, but I’m as 
nationalistic as they come,” he said. 

Karen Schiltroth, Students 
Union vice-president academic 
moved O Canada be sung at GFC’s 
inaugural meeting each year, but 
when it was put to a vote, the 
committee was tied at six for and 
six against. 

Committee Chair Doug 
Owram cast the deciding vote 


against the proposal, saying he 4

Aneminent author, McMaster 
has had more than 70 pieces 
published, including works on 
Jane Austen, William Thackeray 
(the subject of her Ph.D. thesis) and 
Charles Dickens. She has also won 
more than a dozen celebrated 
awards’ since joining the 
department, including the J. 
Gordon Kaplan Award for 
Excellence in Research, and the 
1993 $50,000 Canada Council 
Molson Prize. 


After growing up in the era of 
swashbuckling, fencing seemed a 
fascinating hobby, so as an outlet 
for her energy, McMaster decided 
to take it up. She began to fence 
competitively, and after 
demonstrating her aptitude for the 
sport, McMaster earned places on 
teams at Oxford and the University 
of Alberta. Following her second 
place standing in the 1965 
Canadian Fencing Championship, 
she became a member of the 
Canadian team. 

Since fencing has been such a 
major part of her life for so long, 
McMaster’s first thought when she 
was notified about the University 
Cup was that she had won an 
athletic award. She laughed at the 
name because “it sounds as though 
it were for sports or something.” 


Presidential Audience - 


Rod Fraser on the future University of Alberta

Last week, the Gateway 
interviewed the new leader of Alberta’s 
New Democratic Party, Pam Barrett. 
In this second of a series of interviews 
with influential men and women in and 
around the campus community, we 
interview University of Alberta 
president Dr. Rod Fraser. 


Gateway: The University vision 
statement says, “Our vision is to be, 
as we emerge from this and enter 
the next century indisputably 
recognized, nationally and 
internationally, as one of Canada’s 
finest universities.” Since its 
inception, has it been modified at 
all? 


Fraser: Every week I discover 
some of the underlying strengths of 
the University of Alberta. And asa 
result, we’re now saying that we 
want to be one of Canada’s finest, 
by which we mean amongst the top 
two or three universities in Canada. 
It used to be “one of the finest,” now 
it’s one of the top two or three 
universities in Canada. 


“If you ask where we stand 
today, on the teaching side 
we have a claim to the 
number one or two position 
in Canada.” 


Gateway: Where do we stand 
today? 


Fraser: We have picked out ten 
indicators. For example, in the 
library situation, in1993/94 we were 
third in Canada and 34th in North 
America. For ‘94/95, we are in 
second place in Canada, and 25th 
in North America. Another 
important example are the 
Academic All-Canadians ... from 
1990 to1995 we were in first spot. 
We are still in first spot today. A last 
example to point out are the number 
of 3M scholarships, the most 
prestigious awards for teaching in 
Canada. Up to 1995 we were second 
with 13 awards. In the new data, 
we have 16 and are indisputably in 
the number one spot. If you ask 
where we stand today, on the 
teaching side we have a claim to the 
number one or two position in 
Canada. 


Gateway: What are your plans or 
major goals for the year? 


Fraser: A number of key 
initiatives have been set. On the 
internal side, faculty renewal, by far, 
is the one occupying the most 
energy. About a third, at a 
minimum, will be retiring in this 
next five year period with those 
positions open for refilling. Student 
recruitment is a priority, and 
exploring and developing the 
information and 
telecommunication strategies so 
that it helps us improve the learning 
environment for our students. On 
the external side, there are four 
[initiatives] including government 
relations. As you know, the 
provincial government provides 
roughly half of the total university 
revenue flow in the year, so it is 
important for us to have good 


relations with the government. The 
second one is working with the 
broader community, building the 
community interface. Also, 
internationalization and our fund 
raising campaign are priorities. 


Gateway: In your opinion, is the 
U of A still the traditional learning 
institution focused on general 
education , or is the focus on 
employment, thereby making this 
place a degree factory? 


“I'd say we have a stongly 
positive relationship with 
the government ... because 
I'm not always trying to meet 
with the ministers and sit in 
their offices, but rather 
because I am, amongst other 
things, out in our broader 
Alberta community...” 


Fraser: Thinking back to when I 
was an undergrad, I don’t think I 
would argue that we have become 
a degree factory at all. In my own 
personal view, [it is] becoming very 
important to continue to speak 
about the desired outcomes that we 
have for every student as they 
graduate from university. It is 
facilitating the development of 
critical thinking skills, 
communication skills, and 
independent decision-making 
skills. We still need to focus on these 
generic outcomes of a good 
education. 


Gateway: The fact that tuition 
now is higher, classes are larger and 
the general morale of the University 
is lower does not affect the 
outcome? 


Fraser: Well, we have had much 
higher levels of tuition. If you doa 
long, historical [analysis], in 
inflation adjustment terms, it fell 
and now it’s coming back up. I 
think now it is 


and it does not deter, in general, 
young people from going to 
university. 


Gateway: How would you 
classify your relationship with the 
Alberta government, for example, 
Ralph Klein and the cabinet, and 
how important is that connection? 


Fraser: Positive. I'd say we have 
a strongly positive relationship with 
the government. To that extent, I 
think it’s positive because I’m not 
always trying to meet with the 
ministers and sit in their offices, but 
rather [because] Iam, amongst other 
things, out in our broader Alberta 
community, meeting with people, 
be they in non-government 
organizations or the private sector, 
and that improves the activities that 
we are doing as a university. 


Gateway: What did you think of 
student reaction to your attending

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Library renovations combine collections

If you walk into the Rutherford 
or Faculté Saint-Jean libraries, you 
might notice a few changes. Both 
have undergone major renovations 
to serve students better. 

_ According to Debbie Dancik, 
associate director of Rutherford 
library, the renovations were caused 
by recent budget cuts. “We lost 20 
staff members in Humanities and 
Social Sciences libraries ... in four 
years.” 

In order to stay open enough 
hours to serve students, various 
collections were amalgamated. The 
data library, government 
documents, periodicals, music 
library and the main reference and 
circulation desks were moved from 
the Fine Arts and Cameron libraries 
into the Rutherford complex. 

To accommodate the moves, 
changes had to be made to 
Rutherford North and South. “We 
had to do renovations to squeeze 
them all in,” explained Dancik. “We 
wanted to make the two buildings 
function as one.” 

One of the important changes 
is that circulation is now only in 
Rutherford North. “We think it will 
make it more user-friendly,” said 
Dancik. The corridor between the 


buildings has been closed in to 
allow free movement of materials 
between the two libraries. 

The leaky sun roof had to be 
considered when installing the 
computers in the atrium between

the two libraries. Instead of 
spending money onanew roof, they 
put up umbrellas over the desks. “It 
is very jazzy and a practical 
alternative to the rain,” said Dancik. 
She added that they probably won’t 
be up during the winter. 

The changes at the Faculté are 
even more noticeable, Dancik said. 
“I would say they have a whole new 
library over there. There were a lot 
of physical problems. This 
fundraising has allowed for an 
entire upgrade.”

Blood drive to commemorate Chernobyl

Blood. You’ve got it, they 
want it. 

Here comes the Red Cross 
again, and they want to see you 
bleed. They’re holding their 
famous campus blood drive in 
CAB, this Thursday between 11 
a.m. and 2 p.m. and Friday 
between 11 a.m. and 3 p.m. 

This year’s blood drive 
combines with a 
commemoration of the tenth 
anniversary of the Chernobyl 
nuclear disaster, in which nine 
tonnes of radioactive waste 
spewed into the atmosphere, 
contaminating much of the 
Ukraine. 

The Ukrainian Student’s 
Union and the Red Cross are 
working together to build 
awareness of the suffering 
Chernobyl vicitims are going 
through and to make 
Edmontonians aware of how these 
blood products can help people in 
their own community. A large card 
signed by the donors will be 
forwarded to the Children of 
Chernobyl Canadian Fund 
Projects, an organization which 
helps aid victims of Chernobyl 
through the distribution of 
medical supplies and equipment 
to clinics and hospitals in the 
Ukraine. 

This blood drive will be only 
two days long, shorter than the 
usual week-long drive. “We 
have 74 mobile clinic sites, which 
we schedule one year in advance, 
creating a coordination 
nightmare, making it hard to 
coordinate to meet the needs of 


all sites. We have to 
compromise,” said Kiann 
McNeill, blood donor 


recruitment officer at the Red 


Cross. To make up for the shorter 
time, there will be a second “mini- 
drive” on October 4th between 
I1a.m. and 3 p.m. in CAB. ° 
Remember, to be eligible to 
donate blood, you must be between 
17 and 70 years of age, weigh more 
than 110 Ibs, have 2 pieces of valid 
identification, and must not have had 
any body piercing procedure in the 
last 12 months. Eating a meal before 
you donate would bea good idea too, 
to avoid that dizzy, face-meeting-floor 
feeling. The Red Cross aims to collect 
about 900 units of blood from this

But 
according to Dancik, that is the only 
hold-up. “Given the size of the project 
and given that we were giving service 
at the same time, it went quite well.”

In response to the letter from Atley

10 edition), I am pleased to advise your 
readers that the latest edition of The Ca- 


nadian Writer’s Market is in the process 
of being catalogued and is available in 
Rutherford Reference by today. 

You are right, Atley, there are an in- 
creasing number of gaps in our collection, 
a common problem in all Canadian aca- 
demic libraries these days. We make 
choices all the time since we cannot buy 
everything. Despite the increase to our 
book budget every year, our buying power 
(the ability to purchase new materials) 
continues to diminish because of signifi- 


} cant inflation in the publishing industry 


and unfavorable currency exchange rates 


(have you looked at the Canadian/ U.S. 
dollars lately?) Then add the expensive 
electronic materials we need to purchase 
for the collection and you can under- 
stand the reason for the gaps. However, 
we can often refer patrons to alternate 
sources; in this particular case we do 
have the 1996 edition of Writer’s Mar- 
ket which treats both the U.S. and Ca- 
nadian market. It lists about six times 
as many journals to which authors can 
submit articles, than does the Canadian 
Writer’s Market. We are still fortunate 
enough to have a larger number of 
books per student than other Canadian 
institutions. We welcome your queries 
at the Reference desk and also your sug- 
gestions for purchase—and we do follow 
up on both. 

In reference to the observation about 


the Rutherford renovation, it is impor- 
tant to understand the renovation was 
our response to the loss of 20 staff posi- 
tions in the Humanities and Social Sci- 
ences Library in the last four years. With 
fewer and fewer staff we could not 
maintain the services and hours, and 
thus we have amalgamated the periodi- 
cals unit, Government Documents, the 
Data Library, and the Music Library 
along with reference and circulation into 
the Rutherford complex. As far as study 
space: when we closed the Chinese Li- 
brary in Rutherford South we opened 
the study hall in Cameron which holds 
considerably more students than did the 
other.

With a campus the size of the 
U of A, there are certainly few is- 
sues upon which the population 
may agree unanimously. 28,000 
individuals are bound to com- 
prise radically divergent opin- 
ions about politics, ethics, reli- 
gion, and just about any other 
topic an ambitious journalist 
would want to tackle. However, 
we are bound together by one 
common conviction, or else we 
wouldn’t be here, at this institu- 
tion of higher learning. Yes, we 
all appreciate the value of knowl- 
edge, don’t we...the tremendous 
importance of experience, aware- 
ness of our surroundings, and a 
serious attempt to resolve the 
complexities of our lives. Be- 
cause life...life is... 

Well, as one enlightened 
guru put it, life is like a box of 
chocolates. Right? 

My years at the U of A have 
taught me to doubt, and finally 
to discard, my assumption that 
every university student has an 
automatic respect for knowl- 
edge; and my faith in the com- 
prehension of the human race in 
general has been all but obliter- 
ated. There is a sociological 
movement in this decade—one 
that has been growing surrepti- 
tiously and gaining momentum 
without the aid of a single, driv- 
ing force—and one from which 
not even university populations 
can escape. 

We have met the enemy; and 
they are dumb. 


Actually, “dumb” probably 
isn’t the best word to describe 
them, since its origins imply 
speechlessness and they aren’t 
necessarily so. “Simple” is best; 
it has the saccharine second 
meaning that connotes an easy, 
modest, uncomplicated life. Nor 
do I mean to suggest that all fol-

lowers of the “simple” move- 
ment are possessed with low in- 
telligence; were that the case, 
natural selection would surely 
weed them out before long. Un- 
fortunately, the “simple” folk can 
be very smart indeed; they can 
be young or old; they can, in fact, 
be just about anyone. They are 
united with the-common belief 
that life is best when there isn’t 
much to have to worry about; 
when complicated problems can 
be resolved through rudimen- 
tary means; when everyone is 
just nice to each other and no- 
body ever gets too upset about 
anything. 

Mark Kingwell, a University 
of Toronto professor and the au- 


thor of Dreams of Millennium, 
calls the phenomenon Gumpism, 
after Forrest Gump, one of 
whose banal aphorisms I quoted 
earlier. Kingwell describes the 
Gumpism movement as “the cel- 
ebration of a simplicity border- 
ing on idiocy, which becomes a 
mark of moral purity.” He sees 


the Forrest Gump film as an ex- 
treme outgrowth of this trend, in 
which a “loveable mental defi- 
cient” is celebrated as a national 
emblem and, in some moments, 
an everyman. In sympathizing 
with Forrest, viewers are led to 
support his method of living and 
problem-solving—essentially, an 
ignorant series of pratfalls 
through some drastically impor- 
tant cultural events. 

I’m not saying that liking 
Forrest Gump automatically 
makes you a “simple” ton, but it’s 
probably an early warning sign. 
The frightening thing is, 
Gumpism has been around long 
before Gump. The philosophies 
espoused in best-selling books 
like Robert Fulghum’s All I Need 
to Know I Learned in Kindergarten, 
H. Jackson Brown’s Life’s Little 
Instruction Book, John-Roger’s 


Life 101 series, and all of their 
imitators, serious or satiric, echo 
the same basic ideals: life is sim- 
ple when you keep it simple. A 
recent Oprah Winfrey-spawned 
best-seller entitled Simple Abun- 
dance argues that women (spe- 
cifically white middle-class 
American women) can have a 
richly fulfilling spiritual exist- 
ence without even having to get 
up from their easy chairs. The 
“angels” phenomenon, once re- 
ferred to as a “comfortable 
pseudo-theology,” also retains 
the element of spirituality with- 
out sacrificing any of the move- 
ment’s simplistic banality. 

None of these: esteemed 
philosophical tomes attempt to 
cope with social issues like sui- 
cide, rape or abuse, euthanasia, 
racism, xenophobia or genocide. 
Nor do they propose any solu- 
tions to the problems of disease, 
global hunger or environmental 
destruction. Perhaps the unspo- 
ken message is, if everyone were 
to approach life as though it were 
a happy box of chocolates, then 
these problems would all go 
away. 

Somehow, I don’t buy it. Af- 
ter all, the last time our culture 
retreated into a collective unedu- 
cated mass was in the middle 
ages—and look at what a happy, 
healthy time that was. While I 
may be overestimating the po- 
tential damage that a movement 
like this could cause, I’d rather 
be safe than sorry. I’d rather not 
see our culture descend into ig- 
norant bliss, championing as its 
patron saint a figure as insipid as 
Forrest Gump. It would render 
my hard-earned education obso- 
lete, and besides, I doubt it 
would remain blissful for very 
long.

Ghosts 

by Henrick Ibsen 

Citadel Theatre 
September 14—October 6 

In an age when post-modern perform- 
ance art pieces abound, multi-media pres- 
entations pride themselves on their obscu- 
rity, and theatre generally tries to be as 
complicated as possible, it comes as a 
breath of fresh air when a stageplay 
strives for realism—or, in the case of 
Ghosts, “hyper-realism.” 

Nancy McAlear, who plays Regine in 
the Citadel’s new production of Ibsen’s 
classic drama, defines hyper-realism as 
“theatre without the actors’ gloss. When 
you’re acting, you start with you and add 
on layers. In Ghosts we’re stripping lay- 
ers away, getting closer to the audience.” 

McAlear, a BFA grad from the U of A, 
finds Ghosts surprisingly uncomplicated 
for a play concerned with secrets and 
mysteries. “The play is basically about the 
inability to tell the truth,” she explains, 
adding that the nineteenth century text is 
not plot-heavy, focusing on the nuances 
of the characters, yet still manages to tell 
“a great story, with exposition right to the 
very end; it’s very mysterious, very real- 
istic.” 

McAlear should be able to recognise 
a great story when one comes along; in 
the two and a half years since graduating 
from the BFA, she’s been involved in a 
wealth of great theatrical projects with 
assorted theatre companies. After acting 
in a theatre festival in Camrose, McAlear 
signed on to a L’Unitheatre tour as stage 
manager. “At the last minute, the lead 
dropped out and I had to replace her; it 
was really weird.” 


McAlear has also frequently returned 
to the U of A to act in shows by MFA di- 
rectors; and last year, she appeared in 
Workshop West’s Moonreachers, as well as 
a Mayfield Dinner Theatre production 
and, briefly, Da at the Citadel. “I was only 
in one scene and | didn’t get much of a 
chance to work with Jeff [Haslam, who co- 
stars with McAlear in Ghosts] it’s great to 
work with him in depth this time.” 

Haslam plays one of the linchpins of 
Ghosts, the young Osvald Alving whose 
inherited syphilis drives him closer and 
closer to insanity as the play unfolds. 
McAlear plays Regine, a character whom, 
she confides, becomes “one of the big se- 
crets” of the drama. Though originally set 
in 1870, director Duncan McIntosh has 
transposed the play into 1937—the year 
before a cure for syphilis was discovered, 
and therefore the latest time at which the 
text can realistically be set. 

“The play isn’t out of date,” McAlear 
says, “and the language is very modern.” 
The text, originally written in Norwegian, 
was in fact translated by Canadian John 
Lingard, who was on hand during the re- 
hearsal process to help the actors find 
their footing. “We went through the script 
line by line, trying to make the language 
sound as natural as possible.” When the 
actors encountered a line or passage they 
didn’t feel fit the characters, Lingard al- 
tered it. 

The result? McAlear’s evaluation is 
“Great. We’ve got a great translation, a 
great cast, and a great look.” As the open- 
ing play for a powerfully diverse season, 
Ghosts certainly promises to be a great 
beginning.

Six years after Stevie Ray Vaughan’s 
tragic death in a helicopter crash, the elec- 
tric blues scene has been blessed with an 
extraordinary ensemble who attempt to fill 
the void. On this 10-track live tribute, the 
legendary B.B. King and Eric Clapton head 
up a dream team blues band, fearlessly tear- 
ing into SRV favourites, “ Ain’t Gone’n Give 
Up On Your Love” and the “Telephone 
Song.” Bonnie Raitt also does a memorable 
take on the opening cut, “Pride and Joy.” 

Unfortunately, the song that got me 
hooked on SRV during the mid 80s was suc- 
cessfully butchered by Dr. John’s bland vo- 
cals and some pretty pathetic guitar riffs. I 
watched the “Cold Shot” video for the first 
time on “4 O'Clock Rock” (hosted by former 
Edmonton VJ god Mike Sobel). The best 
thing since Swiss cheese. Clapton or Raitt 
should have taken over the lead vocals and 
injected it with the passion that the “Oh 
Lord! I got dem blues!” guitar wailing des- 
perately needed. 

The Who’s Who list on the CD jacket is 
enticing, but unless you're a die-hard fan of 
those artists, beware. SRV’s inspirational 
aura is hauntingly felt throughout this disc. 
However, the inspired musicians do not at- 
tain the same level of guitar frenzy genius 
which SRV fans sorely miss. 

Half the songs aspire to new levels 
of mediocrity, but the rest are worth a listen. 
SRV’s shoes are hard to fill. Meanwhile, we'll 
have to contend with King, Clapton, and 
Raitt. Otherwise kiddies, listen to classic SRV 
and Double Trouble. And get dem blues. 


i d feat about this CD a One time ago 
and, to tell you the truth, I was a bit skeptical 
at first. [just thought a CD-ROM containing 
skate/snowboard footage backed with a 
punk rock score was just someone’s tiresome 
marketing concept to make money. I now eat 
my words, because this CD is a lot of fun 
and pretty damn cool as well. Even if you 
don’t have the necessary system require- 
ments or you just plain don’t have a com- 
puter this CD is still a decent buy. The sound- 
track is made up of about 50 per cent Epi- 
taph bands like Pennywise, who cover that 
old Circle Jerks song “Don’t Care/ Live Fast, 
Die Young,” NOFX’s “Drugs Are Good,” 
from their Leave it Alone 7”; and Brett 
Gurewitz’s new band the Daredevils pre- 
views their first single “Hate You.” Other 
bands on this compilation include Beastie 
Boys, Primus, Helmet, Rancid (a good song 
too, believe it or not), and hip-hop artists 
Souls of Mischief and Casual. As you can 
see the music itself is pretty killer, but the 
multimedia aspect makes it even better. Ba- 
sically it allows you to watch video clips of 
skateboarding, snowboarding, and surfing 
while listening to the music on this compi- 
lation. There’s also a bit more stuff you can 
view, like footage from a Pennywise show, 
bios and photos of all the bands on the CD, 
as well as the athletes featured, and a graphi- 
cally enhanced catalog. That’s quite the bang 
for your buck, if you have a computer, but if 
you just buy it for the music, well that’s 
pretty good too.

The University of Alberta 
Golden Bears football team has 
Jason Hutchins to thank for their 
win over the defending Vanier 
Cup champion University of 
Calgary Dinosaurs. 

It was Hutchins who lured 
some of his former Calgary Colts 
teammates to the Bears. It was 
also Hutchins who scored the 
deciding touchdown, a 120 yard 
return, to seal the 31-18 win over 
the Dinos. The win brought the 
Bears record to an even 1-1 and 
the Dinos fell to a 1-2 record. 

Hutchins and Mike Munoz, 
also a former Colt, were 
instrumental in the win on 
Saturday; they combined for 
three second-half touchdowns. 
Munoz’s touchdowns came 
consecutively in the third and 
fourth quarters. His first TD was 
a one yarder, the other was a 17 
yard run. Quarterback Sean 
Zaychkowsky, who doubles as 
the Bears punter and place 
kicker, added a 75 yard TD run 
on a faked punt and a 31 yard 
field goal that was set up by 
linebacker Cory Hyndman’s 


fumble recovery on the 36 yard 
line. 

U of A head coach Tom 
Wilkinson was thrilled with the 
outcome of the game. 

“| thought the players played 
hard all the way [and] special 
teams contributed with two 
touchdowns,” said Wilkinson. 

Wilkinson feels that the 
Calgary-Edmonton rivalry 
played a small factor for the 
former Colts. 

“They would’ve been happy 
if they had done this well against 
any team, but I’m sure it feels 
better coming against Calgary,” 
said Wilkinson. 

“We've got a friendly rivalry 
going. I know a lot of the players 
on the other team,” added 
Munoz. 

Munoz couldn’t be happier 
about his own performance. 

“It’s about as much as I can 


expect in my first year. It was . 


great to go out and do that 
against them [Calgary],” said 
Munoz, who credits Jason 
Hutchins for starting the whole 
thing, “He started the trend that 
brought us here.” 


Wilkinson warns that his 
team can’t get too excited about 
this huge win. He feels that 
defeating the defending champs 
is a big deal, but the team needs 
to regroup and focus on the next 
game. 

“We need to go back and look 
at the game film so that we can 
improve on our mistakes,” said 
Wilkinson “It’s not going to 
matter that we beat the Vanier 
Cup champs if we go and lose 
next week.” 

Fullback Darcy Park was not 
dressed due to an ankle injury he 
received in practice on 
Wednesday, but it was not the 
same ankle that kept him out of 
the line-up last season.
